Air-curing sweet clover in wind¬ 
rows made with a side-delivery rake 
having curved teeth and inclined 
frame is a method that is growing 
rapidly in favor. The leaves, which 
are very brittle and easily broken off 
when dry, are placed to the center of 
loose, fluffy windrows, and the stems 
aid in protecting them from the sun’s 
rays. Thus, the leaves are preserved 
while flic moisture is reduced by the 
air passing through the windrows. 

The windrows can lie turned upside 
down by the rnke to hasten curing. 
Another method of handling is to 
cut with a grain harvester and hind, 
just as the first bloom buds appear. 
The bundles should be very small, 
and set up two by two to dry, and 
then stacked similar to grain. The 
cutting can be made high, sg that a 
second cutting comes on promptly. 

If the hay is rather eparse, it may he 
put through a cutting box to good 
advantage. If the second cutting is 
allowed to bloom before cutting, it 
can be put in a silo, or the first cut¬ 
ting, if too ripe for hay, may be left 
until a full bloom and some seed 
set, and then siloed. The ripe hay 
makes excellent silage, but very green 
hay does not. 

We find it best to cut two crops of 
hay on part of our yellow sweet 
clover, and not try to get a hay and 
seed crop. If any wild oats, mustard 
or other weeds start on the sweet 
clover, we clip it very early, before 
it is large enough for hay, and leave 
the clippings on the ground. Tak¬ 
ing off a hay crop cuts the seed pro¬ 
duction if the season is dry. The 
white may In* caught by the frost, 
when the second crop is do]Raided 
on for seed. 

The white biennial, on good soil, 
may grow so large that it is difficult 
to harvest.

The yellow blossom does not grow 
I so large, but may be chp]>ed if wild 
oats or other weeds start. The yel¬ 
low ripens a week to two weeks ear¬ 
lier than-the white, and both may be 
delayed by the clipping, depending 
on how much is clipped off. 

Sweet clover will pasture ’ from 
two to four times as much stock per 
acre as any other crop; all kinds of 
stock soon learn to relish it, and do 
as well, or better, on it than on any 
other pasture. It very seldom bloats 
cattle or sheep. It is especially val¬ 
uable lor replenishing old, worn 
pastures. For seeding on old pas¬ 
ture, Nature’s method had best be 
followed. Sow* the unsearified seed 
Hate in the fall, six to ten pounds if 
hulled, or twice as many pounds of 
| unliullcd seed, per acre. Disking or 
harrowing will help to get the seed 
( into the soil, and a light coating of 
manure will work wonders in help¬ 
ing the sweet clover to start. Sow¬ 
ing the seed—preferably scarified— 
on late snow in the Spring is also n 
satisfactory method, but not so good 
as fall-seeding. 

Sweet clover starts very early, be- 
, fore any other grass or weeds, and if 
fall-sown, the seed takes up moisture 
and is ready at the first “solicitation 
of spring.” The seed may he dis¬ 
tributed by sprinkling it over the 
manure in the spreader—from a 
pint to a quart to a load, depending 
on how many loads per acre are be¬ 
ing spread. 

We harvest with an ordinary grain 
hinder, hut do not use a bundle car¬ 
rier—the bundles separate better 
when allowed to drop off singly, 
flitting should he done before tjic 
seed is dead ripe. Much seed is 
wasted by waiting too long. Cut on 
the green side, when the lirst seed is 
turning brown. There may be some 
bloom in the field still. If rather 
ripe, cut on a damp day, or late in 
1 the evening, or early morning. Avoid 
l ulling during the dry, hot part of 
! the dav. We leave the bundles in 
i the field as dropped—do not shock 
I or stack them. Thcv dry satiflfae- 
forily in the field. 

The threshing is done with an or¬ 
dinary grain thresher, with full con¬ 
cave, and ‘riddles set for tlax.

stems, but not more than ten to 
twenty per cent is hulled by this 
method of threshing. The seed is 
put through a fanning mill to re¬ 
move broken-up stems and other 
trash before it is ready to seed. A 
cirefill job of threshing leaves the 
seed clean enough to put through the 
scarifier without using a fanning 
mill. 

Professor Hopkins of Illinois Uni¬ 
versity made an exhaustive investi- 
gat ion of the value of sweet clover 
for green manure in Illinois. The 
crop was practically mature, having 
been sown the previous year.. The 
total dry matter in the crop, includ¬ 
ing the roots to a depth of 20 inches 
was 6.1 tons per su re, of which 1.2 
tons were roots. 

Sweet clover contains practically 
40 pounds of nitrogen ])er ton; in 
other words, a crop of 6.4 tons of

up the land that is to be summer- 
fallowed? There is no weed that 
can make much headway among 
sweet clover, and it could he plowed 
under during the summer before the 
r ed of any weeds w’ere ripe. The 
*»weet clover could he clipped once to 
destroy any wild oats or other weeds 
l hat might he starting. It is proh- 
ible that sweet clover or any other 
rrcen manure crop should he plow¬ 
ed under before harvest, or not later 
than the middle of August, so that 
the growth plowed under would have 
time to rot before cold weather. If 
the land is dry at the time of plow¬ 
ing, a heavy packer should he used 
after the plow’. Rods or chains 
should he used on the plow to insure 
all the growth being turned under, 
and the land packed to hasten the 
rotting. 

Land badly infested with quack 
grass or thistle should he summer- 
fallowed or thoroughly worked with 
the spring-tooth and duck-loot cul¬ 
tivators late in the fall to set these 
weeds hack ns much as possible. 
Working such land early in the 
spring and sowing the sweet clover 
with late barley may also help to 
give the sweet clover the advantage 
the second year. The mower can he 
used in early .Tune to clip back any 
weeds that seem to bo getting the 
advantage of the sweet clover, and 
the succeeding growth of the clover 
will usually he so rapid as to smoth¬ 
er out or greatly weaken these weeds. 

The greatest asset of the farmer 
is his soil fertility. Like fortunes, 
this fertility limy either he used over 
and over again, or it can be dissi¬ 
pated and wasted in a few’ years. 
When yields are below’ the cost, of 
production, or below what they for¬ 
merly were, it is evident that there 
is need for studying this situation. 
Rotation of crops aids in controlling 
weeds, plant diseases and insect 
pests, and also enables the farmer to 
feed live stock and return a part of 
| the fertility to the soil in the shape 
of barnyard manure. 

The time is here when these things 
must receive attention, and prudent 
it> the fanner w ho adopts a system of 
farming that will save soil fertility, 
and keep his land free of weeds and 
plant diseases, while he is yet able 
to do so.

Crime In Chicago

months his policemen have killed 100 
robbers, that gang warfare fins claim¬ 
ed 54 lives since January 1. and that 
more than 1.000 blind pigs or saloons 
have been raided. 

"There is really nothing the police 
can do to stop gang killings,” Col¬ 
lins said. "Tlie gangsters have their 
own organizations. They are all over 
the city, and when they want some¬ 
thing they take it. The police have 
their hands ftill protecting the lives of 
respectable citizens. If gangsters 
kill each other we don’t care very 
much.” 

Collins blamed "unsympathetic 
courts” for ids department’s failure to 
check tlie crime wave. . 

Trotzky Again In Power 

Has Again Become the Red Leader 
In Russia 

Leon Trotzky has again become the 
Red leader of Russia. He has dis¬ 
placed Gregory ZinoviefT as leader or 
the radical opposition to tlie more 
moderate central executive committee 
of the Communist party, which con 
trols the Soviet state machine. 

ZinoviefT first voiced the opposi¬ 
tion, but it lias grown within a few 
days to a formidable party, and 
ZinoviefT has yielded to the superior 
leadership of Trotzky. The struggle 
between the pure Reds h-d by the 
latter and the state machine under 
control of Bukharin has begun, mak¬ 
ing the first real schism In tlie Com¬ 
munist ranks in the nine years it has 
been in power. 

Why Channel Baffles Swimmers 

Many Things to Contend Against 
Although Distance is Not Great 

1 1 is not ilie distance—a little over 
22 miles that baffles those who at¬ 
tempt the channel swim. A channel 
swimmer is forced by tide and cur¬ 
rent to follow a zig-zag course often 
totalling twice the distance flown by 
the proverbial crow. Tlie wafer is 
unusually salty, nauseating, and in¬ 
jurious to tlie eyeg. The tempera¬ 
ture of air and water changes abrupt¬ 
ly. The iides run between the North 
S« a and tlie ocean and back every six 
hours. The swimmers ordinarily try 
to swim across in two tides, but tills 
has never been done

W. N. U. 1^3 
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Canadian Development 

(By C. W. Peterson) 

It would be well for Canada to take 
stock of herself, her resources and 
her Institutions and commence to for 
mulate national alms In keeping with 
her peculiar conditions and limitations. 
Have we, for Instance, any rational 
ideas In respect to our population re¬ 
quirements? Should we aim at the 
status of Russia with 15 per cent, 
urban nail 85 per cent, rural popula 
tlon, or should we strive to reach the 
standard of the United States with 67 
per cent, urban and 2.1 per cent, rural 
population? At what point lies tlie 
normal equilibrium for Canada? Ob 
vlously, such questions as these must 
be answered approximately before we 
can attempt to construct intelligent, 
rational development policies. Some 
years ago an "Economic Commission" ! 
was created by our Federal Govern¬ 
ment to give us the answer. It never 
made a report and died on the job! 

Thinking persons can, however, all 
agu e on one point, namely, that our | 
present agricultural papulation Is 
ridiculously out of proportion to tie- 
vast area of our agricultural lands, 
cast as well as west, fairly tit for set¬ 
tlement. There can be no manner of 
doubt that this condition must bo 
remedied as promptly ns humanly 
possible. It constitutes, In fact, our 
great, national tragedy. As was sug¬ 
gested at the last Dominion Boards of 
Trade conference, Canada's best 
bialns should be commandeered for 
public service and focussed on cor-, 
reeling tills lop sided, uneconomic 
state of affairs, because we can have 
no lasting prosperity until Increased 
agricufiural production overtakes our 
present greatly over-extended Indus¬ 
trial, governmental and transporta¬ 
tion plants. 

There is, however, a deplorable ab¬ 
sence of intelligent opinion in Canada 
on the vital question of colonization. 
Important occupational groups are at 
present even In violent hostility to 
public expenditure in thl* direction, 
their judgment being founded largely 
on superficial premises. The press 
of Canada has a patriotic task to p» r- 
form in hilngiug the actual facts be¬ 
fore their readers and creating a \lg- 
oroils and militant public opinion on 
tills Issue. Because governments In 
democratic countries move only In 
obedience to the will of the people. 
The initiative, therefore, must come 
from the great body of Canadian cl (I 
zens lather than from their govern¬ 
ment. 

Prince May Open Building 

New Canadian Hostel in Paris Is 
Almost Completed 

A visit of tlie Prince of Wales to 
Paris is now under consideration. It 
is understood he promised two years 
ago that, if possible, he would open 
the hostel which is now almost com¬ 
pleted for tlie accommodation of Can¬ 
adian students in the Cite Cniversl- 
taire In Paris. This has been de¬ 
signed. to accommodate 50 Canadian 
students at a cost of approximately 
2 , 600,000 francs, given for tlie purpose 
by Senator Joseph M. Wilson, of Mon¬ 
treal. Hostels planned for French 
students, botli men and women, and 
obxiouslv inspired by Oxford col¬ 
leagues. were opened last autumn. 
The Cite Tni\er.-atiie, when complet¬ 
ed, will be one of tlie most interesting 
groups of academic buildings in Eur¬ 
ope. The buildings are being erect¬ 
ed on tlie spot where tlie old fortifi¬ 
cations of the city of Purls stood. 
Out of tlie 22,000 students now at the 
university, 3,300 come from oilier 
countries. 

Decrease In Unemployment 

Figures For June Show Large 
Numbers Added to Payrolls 

Reports on employment received by 
the Dominion bureau of statistics 
fioni firms with u minimum of 15 cm 
pli>yees in industries other than agri¬ 
culture and fishing, showed, a further 
large 1 nee rase In the volume of em¬ 
ployment at the beginning of July. 

The number of persons added to 
the payrolls during June was greater 
tiian in the same month of any pre¬ 
vious year of the record. Data was 
received from 5,898 firms, Employing 
S50.718 workers against 830,019 in the 
preceding month. 

At the beginning of July Uu> per¬ 
centage of unemployment among mem- 
hi rs of local trade unions was 4.1 us 
against percentages of 4.9 at the be¬ 
ginning of June. 1926, and 6.1 at the 
beginning of JtlT>, 1925.

Energy From Atoms 

Harnessing Radio Active Substances 
Not Impossible of Attainment 

Chemists, In their search for n 
means of releasing tho energy of 
atoms and other radio active sub- 
stances, are leading toward cither 
Catastrophic destruction or unlimited 
riches for the world* speakers as 
scried at tlie Institute of Politics 
meeting held recently. 

Dr. Umberto Ponilllon, Italian chem¬ 
ist, predicted that the secret of wrest¬ 
ing energy from atoms would be dis¬ 
covered within the next 25 years, and 
declares that the certain progress of 
science toward tcleaning ami harness¬ 
ing radio active substances points to¬ 
ward either destruction or unlimited 
riches. 

In his discussion of radio active 
substances and the giant energy they 
contain, Dr. Pomliion pointed out 
that two tons-. t^f uranium have 
enough stored energy to light New 
York city for nil entire year. The 
magic formula for utilizing this energy 
Is being sought by chemists who are 
convinced that tlie goal Is not liupos- 
sible of attainment, he said. 

Dr. Ponilllon asserted that the an¬ 
cient alchemist's dream of converting 
base metals into gold would In time 
be realized by modern chemists, but 
that the process of this conversion 
would have no commercial value in the 
production of gold because of the high 
cost of the transmutation. 

Volcanoes, along with the liny atom, 
are also potential slaves to he put to 
work for mankind. Sir Frederick 
Soddy said. He pointed to the fact 
that Italy has harnessed her volcanoes 
and natural steam jets to develop 
power.

Notable Revival In Trade 

Business Activity in Canada is Main¬ 
tained At a High Level 

Stimulated by tlu* profitable mar 
kellng of tlu* excellent crops of 1925 
and by the prosperous conditions In 
Hie United Slutes during recent 
months, business activity In 
Canada wan maintained 4 / a high level 
during the first half of 1926. Con 
si ruction was especially active from 
April to June, Hie contracts awarded 
in May reaching a record for all time. 
Revenue ear loadings were i^so great¬ 
er in tlie second quarter, when al¬ 
low a«»f«* is made for seasonal varia¬ 
tion. The primary iron anti steel In¬ 
dustry operated at a comparatively 
high level of activity with orders from 
the railways and construction indus¬ 
try. Industrial employment showed 
significant Improvement during the 
first halt of the year, attaining on June 
1 and Jul> 1 a higher level Hiatt on 
the corresponding dates of any year 
since 1920. 

Following the pronounced expansion 
recorded at the beginning of June, 
there was a further important In¬ 
crease in employment on Jjily 1, when 
ihe payrolls of 5.898 operating firms 
aggregated 850,718 persons, or 20,699 
more than in tlie preceding month. 
These additions to staff exceed those 
reported on tin* corresponding date of 
any previous year and the index of 
employment, at 103.7, now stands 
higher than in any other month since 
1920. With the exception of logging, 
in which there was a sea.sonanWcline, 
all groups of industries reported im¬

London.- Lady Strathcona and 
Mount Royal, daughter of the late Lord 
Strathcona. a former high commis¬ 
sioner for Canada, is dead, in her 73rd j 
year. 

Lady Strathcona was Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet C. Howard, receiving her title 
on Hie death oT her father in Lon¬ 
don. in 1914. Her father, Sir Donald 
Alexander Smith, later raised to the 
barony, played u prominent part in 
Canada, for many years, during the 
last century, becoming a member ol 
parliament in the Canadian House 
of Commons ami later being appoint¬ 
ed high commissioner in Britain for 
the Dominion.

Vases and ornaments In great fluan- 
tltles have been found from various 
historical periods, and among the con¬ 
tents of tho royal tomb, dating ap¬ 
proximately from 1500 B.C., were sev¬ 
eral ornate gold pieces and unique 
weapons. One of the first things en¬ 
countered in the so-called lower city 
was what remained of a Homan hath 
with marble lined lubes for hot and 
cold water. Some of the underground 
plumbing was found to he in such good 
condition that it could bo used today. 

Otto Frobln, head of tho expedi¬ 
tion, reports. •

Guaranteed Analysis 

Meat products used as feeding stuffs 
and put on thr market as tankage, 
beef or meat scrap, beef and bono 
meal, etc., owing to their variable 
character, should always be purchased 
on guaranteed analysts, states Or. F. 
T Shutt. Dominion chemist, in his 
latest report. It Is essential that 
these feeds should he prepared from 
fresh material, and bo sweet and free 
from rancidity and mould. When 
sound and wholesome they constitute 
a valuable source of protein and 
bone making material, and aro es¬ 
pecially useful In feeding swine and 
poultry. As a class, they are highly 
nitrogenous, containing from -10 to CO 
per rent, protein, with bono meals 
pjoper containing about 2 ft per cent. 
They also contain from 5 to 10 per 
cent. fat.

Hebrew scriptures are rich In the 
essential details concerning this 
noble craft, and archaeological dis¬ 
coveries contribute much to an un¬ 
derstanding of how it was^designed. 
The fact that the children of the men 
who were In the Ark lived to sec and 
perhaps direct tho building of other 
ships, generations later, seems to have 
been overlooked.

The Genesis story describes tho 
Vck as being a great ship not less 
thiin led feet long, 75 feet wide and 
45 feet high I’p until about 1S50 
A.D., no ship of such size had ever 
been built, but since that time all 
large ships are more or less modelled 
on the Ark's proportions. Of the 
world's steamships of more than 
10,000 tons today, loss than S per 
cent, have greater breadth and 
depth than Noah’s Ark 

The Ark was easily large enough 
to carry all Its cargo When one re¬ 
members that tho fish stayed in the 

sea. that the space required by the In-

seels was almost negligible, that the 
snake and lizards together numbered 
only a little more than 2,000 pairs, 
that the average sice of the perhaps 
1 .Too pairseoi mammals was no great 
ei than that of a small poodle dog, 
and that with ceilings 14 foot high 
the 10.000 pairs of caged birds could 
easily have been provided for. the pro¬ 
blem becomes greatly simplified. 

It is quite amazing to the uninitiat¬ 
ed to discover how much an ordinary 
box car will hold; yet the capacity 
of tlie Ark was equivalent to that of 
30 freight trains compo-ed of 20 cars 
each. 

The Ark was three storeys high, 
but less than two storeys were need¬ 
ed for the animals. Modern ocean 
vessels allow 20 square feet of floor 
space for a huge ox. and their oeiliugs 
are low. If un average of from nine 
to ten square feet had been allowed 
for each pair or rminirncln in die .Ark, 
none of them would have had to be 
lodged on tin* second floor. —IJy

Startling as this query sounds, it 
Is the sort of thing the British minis¬ 
try of health is getting used to as a 
results of the latest researches at tho 
Iloyal Society of Tropical Medicine 
and Hygiene, London, for the veno¬ 
mous little insect pest has (Is uses in 
the sacred cause of healing. 

The mosquito in fact is, in certain 
cases, a "doctor,” and lie has been 
able to do, in cases of general par¬ 
alysis and mental diseases, what hu¬ 
man doctors have been able to accom¬ 
plish alono. So that the patient need 
not feel too grateful to Hie little post. 

It has been found excellent result* 
have been obtained in otherwise 'ln- 
curable” mtmtul and general paralysis 
cases where* tin* patient has become 
infected with malaria, lor when tho 
malaria germs have been conquered 
recovery^from paralysis follows in tho 
majority of cases. "Doctor Mosquito” 
is therefore being called in to sup¬ 
ply tho malaria. The ordinary doc¬ 
tors will <lo the rest. 

At tho Horton Mental Hospital at 
Epsom, Surrey, there Is a "mosquito 
room" where Prof. I*. O. Shute, gold 
medallist of the College of Pestology, 
[rears, with lender care, from 300 to 
j 500 tine healthy mosquitoes, all guar- 
anteed to bite leiodously. and able to 
infect you with any disease desired.

Ono 
day, perhaps, eighty mosquitos are 
loosed on the patient, the next day 
perhaps only sixty. On the fourth 
or fifth day lie may only have to en¬ 
tertain thirty or forty. 

When the patient Is first bitten his 
temperature rises as high as 105 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit, and it is allowed to 
remain at that until ten readings have 
been taken. Quinine is then admin¬ 
istered. tin* malaria is treated normal¬ 
ly, and when It disappears the symp¬ 
toms of paralysis disappear with if. 
in the majority of eases, at any rate. 

Lieut.-Col. S. I*. James, advisor to 
the ministry of health on tropical 
diseases, declares that as a result of 
giving malaria to patients suffering 
from general paralysis, u new field 
has been found lor research Into the 
terrors of malaria In tho tropics.

The Firemen’s Coffee Stall 

Van Accompanies London Force To 
All Large Fire. 

In London, England, the equipment 
of the firemen Is usually followed to a 
fire by a green motor van. This Is 
the London firemen’s coffee stall. It 
attends nil fires that are likely to 
prove ‘ long Jobs,” and does Invalu¬ 
able work in supplying snack meals to 
the men, who would otherwise be 
forced to spend hours without food or 
drink. The van holds three twenty- 
gallon urns, two filled with boiling 
water and one containing cocoa. A 
large cupboard on one side of the 
van contains numerous tins of bis¬ 
cuits and large mugs. The other sldo 
Is on a hinge and can be supported to 
make a shelter for the men when they 
refresh themselves at the Improvised 
counter. The cook rides Inside the 
van and is assisted by the' driver In 
dispensing the food. The van, which 
started as a horse-drawn vehicle, will 
shortly celebrate its twenty-fifth birth¬ 
day.
